3 are Italian Berettas, Rumanian Oritas, and a few old German ones. 

L In the infantry regiments, the guns consist of 42 mm and 57 mm antitank guns, 

4 ‘ and assSt guns of 76.2 L, 100 per cent of Soviet type and manufacture. 

5. The mortars are 55 to 60 per cent of Soviet manufacture. The remainder are 

Rumanian, made in the Resita factory. 

6. Heavy artillery guns are about 50 per cent Soviet type; with the remainder
